High Level of Overseas Trade 
Maintained in November 


HE CHANGES BETWEEN October and November in the value of United Kingdom exports 

and imports were fairly small, a little over 2 per cent. in each case. Their direction was, however, 

adverse — downward for exports and upward for imports — and they were sufficient to raise the 

visible trade deficit for November to £69.2 million, slightly less than the average for the preceding 

ten months of 1955 but above the level of just over £50 million recorded in both September and 
October. 


The value of United Kingdom exports in November was £262.2 million. This was £5.5 million 
less than in October, but was nevertheless a figure only twice previously exceeded (in August and 
October this year). The effect of strike-delayed shipments must have become very small by November, 
and the high figures of the last two months are evidence of the underlying upward movement in the 
value of exports which appears to have persisted through the period since the dock strike of October 
1954. A close assessment of short term changes in trend within this period is impossible because of 
the strikes, but the underlying increase in value between 1954 and 1955, allowing for strike effects, 
appears to be in the region of 6 per cent. The actual increase on the recorded figures for January/ 
November 1955 compared with the same period of 1954 is 9} per cent., but it has to be remembered 
that the October 1954 strike led to reduced shipments in October and November last year and to 
higher figures in the first few months of this year. 


The commodity pattern of exports in November was not substantially different from that in 
October. Shipments of iron and steel, non-electric machinery, road vehicles, non-ferrous base metals, 
ships and boats and whisky were rather lower, but there were increases in exports of arms and 
ammunition, aeroplane engines and petroleum products and a small recovery in shipments of cotton 
yarns and fabrics. 


Re-exports, valued at £10 million in November, returned to about the average level for the 
preceding months of 1955 after being exceptionally high at £12.8 million in October. Shipments of 
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furskins and rubber were smaller than in October. 


Imports amounted to £341.5 million in November, an increase of 
£8.1 million on October. In the first quarter of 1955 imports reached 
a high level of £335.1 million a month but in the middle six months 
of the year (April/September) the average rate dropped by 7 per cent. 
to £313.1 million. In October/November together, however, the 
monthly rate has risen again to {334.4 million. Part, but not all, of 
this latest rise may be due to seasonal trends. Imports of dairy products, 
fruits and vegetables, wool and coal were substantially higher in

November than in October, and arrivals of meat, timber, pulp and 
paper, rubber and steel continued to be heavier than in the earlier 
part of the year. 

In the eleven months January/November 1955 the total value of 
imports at £3,552 million was 16 per cent. higher than in the cor- 
responding period of 1954; approximately one-fifth of this increase is 
attributable to higher prices and four-fifths to a rise in volume. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


The main trends in the area distribution of trade which were noted 
in October persisted in November. The increase in imports between 
the two months came entirely from the non-sterling world, arrivals 
totalling £217 million in November, while the same sector continued 
to take a larger share (£142 million) of our total exports (including 
re-exports) than the sterling area. There were, however, some changes 
between October and November in the pattern of trade with the 
different currency groups in the non-sterling area. 


On the export side, the most notable movements were a fall in 
shipments to the dollar area and an increase in exports to O.E.E.C. 
countries. Total exports to the dollar area in November (£354 million) 
were over £6 million below the record level attained in the previous 
month. The reduction was largely in shipments to the United States 
which were exceptionally high in October, but fell by 20 per cent. to 
a total of £164 million in November. Exports to Canada were 10 per 
cent. lower in November. Total exports to the dollar area in the first 
eleven months of 1955 were, nevertheless, 11 per cent. more than in the 
corresponding period of 1954. Total exports to O.E.E.C. countries 
and their dependencies which have not been increasing in line with 
our exports as a whole took an upward turn in November and at nearly 
£77 million were £6 million more than in October, improvements 
being registered in shipments to Sweden, Belgium and Italy. In 
January/November exports to O.E.E.C. countries were 5 per cent. 
higher than in the same months last year. Exports to the rest of the 
non-sterling world were 8 per cent. lower in November than in the 
previous month, mainly because of reduced exports and re-exports to 
the Soviet Union. 


The rise in imports from the non-sterling world between the last 
two months was shared between the three currency areas. Imports 
from the dollar area were 4 per cent. more, at over £77 million in 
November, while arrivals from O.E.E.C. countries rose by 6 per cent. 
to £90 million. The increase in imports from the rest of the non- 
sterling area was only marginal (under 2 per cent.). As a result of the 
decline in exports and the increase in imports, the visible trade 
deficit with the dollar area rose to nearly £42 million in November, 
the third highest figure this year. For O.E.E.C. countries in November, 
the increases in imports and exports almost balanced each other 
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and the excess of imports over total exports (more than £13 million) 
was only £4 million less than in October. The trade deficit with the 
other non-sterling countries rose by £34 million to over £19} million 
in November. 


The sterling area bore the brunt of the reduction in total exports 
in November with a decline of 4 per cent. to £130 million. Shipments 
to Australia were nearly £3 million lower than in October, and South 
Africa and India each took over £1 million less, but in continuation 
of the previous trend, exports to the Colonies held up well and even 
improved in some cases. Imports from the sterling area were {1 
million less in November than in the previous month, reduced imports 
of tea partly accounting for the fall. As the drop in exports in November 
exceeded the decline in imports, however, the surplus of total exports 
over imports decreased to £54 million for the month. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 
Exports 


In general, the pattern of exports in November was not greatly 
different from that in October, many divisions showing small declines 
though gains were recorded in some cases. Taking the main groups of 
manufactures, metals, textiles, and ‘other manufactures’ were only 
1-2 per cent. below the October level, but engineering exports were 
34 per cent. lower. 


The metals group, which had shown the largest proportionate 
increase in October from the April/September level, suffered the 
smallest proportionate fall in November, and at nearly £39 million 
exports were only about £4} million below the high October figure. 
Within the group, however, there were bigger changes. Shipments of 
iron and steel fell by more than £2 million to about £13 million in

November, mainly because of lower exports to Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada and Iran. Exports of non-ferrous metals also declined; at 
under £8 million, shipments in November were over £1 million 
(14 per cent.) below the October level, half the fall being in exports to 
the United States. These reductions were almost counterbalanced by 
an increase of over £3 million in exports of metal manufactures, almost 
entirely attributable to higher shipments of arms and ammunition. 


Exports of ‘other manufactures’ in November approached £52 
million, nearly £1 million less than in the previous month. The largest 
component in the group, the chemicals division, was unchanged 
between the two months, at £204 million. The decline affected mainly 
the clothing, footwear etc. and miscellaneous manufactures divisions. 
Exports of textiles, including wool tops, were more than £29 million 
in November, only about £} million less than in October. Shipments 
of wool yarns and fabrics, which have been doing well lately, fell 
somewhat in November to £7} million, but exports of cotton yarns 
and fabrics, exceeding £8 million, showed a small though welcome 
improvement from recent rather low levels. Exports of other textile 
goods were little changed between the last two months. 


Exports of engineering products were under £98 million in Novem- 
ber, more than £34 million less than in the month before. Neazly half 
of the decrease was accounted for by lower exports of ships and boats 
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which tend to vary widely from month to month and had been high in 
October. Of the remainder of the fall, almost £14 million related to 
machinery other than electric, and approaching {£1 million to road 
vehicles and aircraft. Exports of machinery other than electric 
amounted to £40 million in November; the reduction was spread over 
a large number of the diverse items in this division of the Trade 
Accounts. One item to show a striking increase between the last two 
months, however, was aeroplane engines, exports of which at almost 
£24 million in November were nearly £1 million more than in the 
previous month and over £4 million more than the monthly average 
for January/October. Exports of road vehicles and aircraft were valued 
at more than £29 million in November. Shipments of cars and 
chassis (£94 million), and commercial vehicles and chassis (over 
£7} million) were each £4 million less than in October; Australia and 
South Africa were the markets chiefly affected. Exports of aircraft 
were unchanged between the last two months at about £3} million. 
In contrast to the reductions mentioned above, exports of electric 
machinery, apparatus, etc., amounting to £18 million in November, 
were {4} million above the already high October level. 


Amongst other exports, there was a fall of over £2 million in the 
food, beverages and tobacco class, to about £16 million in November, 
with lower shipments of whisky and of refined sugar. In the mineral 
fuels and lubricants class, coal exports were unchanged at a little over 
£6 million, but shipments of refined petroleum rose by over {£1 
million to nearly £5} million in November. 


Imports 

The rise in imports in November compared with the previous 
month occurred mainly in the food, etc., and basic materials classes. 
Imports of food, beverages and tobacco totalled nearly £127 million 
in November, £4} million more than in October; seasonal factors 
played some part in this increase. Arrivals of basic materials, at £98 
million in November, were nearly £34 million more than in the 
preceding month. Imports of mineral fuels and lubricants approached 
£36 million, nearly £14 million more than in October. There was, 
however, a reduction of {1 million in arrivals of manufactured goods 
(nearly £80 million in November). 


Within the food, etc., class, there was an increase between the last 
two months of £4 million in dairy products, eggs and honey, because 
of seasonally higher arrivals of butter (£3 million up) and of eggs 
(£1 million up). Imports of fruits and vegetables rose seasonally by 
£2 million, to £19 million in November. The increase of £1 million 
(7 per cent.) in arrivals of tea, coffee, cocoa, etc., was due to seasonally

higher imports of coffee and cocoa, arrivals of tea being smaller 
and at a lower average price. On the other hand, imports of unrefined 
sugar were 18 per cent. less than in October, and arrivals of tobacco 
fell by £3 million, to under £13 million in November. Amongst basic 
materials, imports of raw wool rose seasonally by 21 per cent., to 
£12 million, and pulp and waste paper imports were 12 per cent. more. 
Arrivals of timber in November (£20 million) were still high but 
showed some seasonal reduction from the very high level of recent 
months. In the fuels class, imports of coal exceeded £7 million in 
November, 26 per cent. more than in the previous month. Amongst 
manufactures, imports of metals rose further, with an increase of 
7 per cent. in non-ferrous base metals to over £20 million in November; 
larger quantities of aluminium and higher copper prices were chiefly 
responsible. Reductions were, however, recorded in chemicals, p 

electric and other machinery, and aircraft.

Over the longer term, a comparison made between the average 
monthly rates of import in the fourth quarter of 1954 (in which the 
effect of the October 1954 dock strike, as far as imports were concerned, 
largely worked itself out) and October/Novernber 1955 reveals a 
different pattern. Between the two periods imports increased by 
£45 million a month. Nearly half of the rise (about £21 million a 
month) was in manufactured goods (much of it in semi-manufactures) ; 
one-third (£15 million a month) in basic materials; 15 per cent. 
(£7 million a month) in fuels; and only 5 per cent. (£2 million a 
month) in food, beverages and tobacco. Taking yet a further aspect of 
the figures, in the first eleven months of 1955 imports of manufactures 
cost £200 million more than in the corresponding period of 1954; 
food, etc., cost £118 million more; basic materials, £95 million more; 
and fuels, £71 million more. 

The heavy increase in imports of manufactures in October/ Novem- 
ber compared with the last quarter of 1954 took place chiefly in the 
metals divisions. Imports of iron and steel, at £10} million a month, 
were five times as much as in the fourth quarter of 1954; ingots, 
blooms, billets and slabs accounted for £14 million a month of the 
increase, and pig iron and black sheet steel each for an equivalent 
amount. Arrivals of non-ferrous base metals rose by 23 per cent. 
between the two periods, to £19} million a month in October/ 
November. Higher copper prices were responsible for two-thirds of 
the increase. Imports in the engineering divisions were also sub- 
stantially more in October/ November than in October/December last; 
machinery, both electric and other, rose by over one-third to a 
combined value of £10} million a month in October/November. 
Manufactures of wood and of paper and paperboard were amongst 
othe ritems to show notable increases. 

Amongst basic materials, the most striking increase in the rate of 
import was in arrivals of rubber which were valued at £10} million 
a month in October/November. This was over twice as much as the 
monthly average in the fourth quarter of last year, though the quantity 
imported was less than one-third greater. Imports of timber have also 
been very heavy this year, and at £21 million a month in October/ 
November they were 54 per cent. above the level of October/December 
1954. Four-fifths of the rise was in arrivals from the Soviet Union, 
Finland and Sweden, imports from Canada being little changed. 
Another substantial increase was in imports of metal ores and scrap 
which rose by 41 per cent. to over £154 million a month in October; 
November; iron ore and iron and steel scrap were chiefly involved. 
Imports of pulp and waste paper were 16} per cent. more on average 
in October/November than in the last quarter of 1954. There were, 
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on the other hand, reductions in imports of textile materials. Arrivals 
of raw wool were one-fifth less in October/November (at £104 million 
a month) than they were in October/December last; lower prices were 
partly responsible for the reduction. Imports of cotton were 14 per cent. 
less this year, at about £7} million a month in October/November. 


Both coal and petroleum shared in the increase in the fuels class. 
Coal imports amounted to £64 million a month in October/November 
compared with a monthly average of {2.7 million in the fourth quarter 
of 1954, while arrivals of petroleum and petroleum products were 
13 per cent. more this year at nearly £28 million a month. 


In the food, beverages and tobacco class, imports of unrefined 
sugar rose by over one-third between the periods under review, to 
about £8 million a month in October/November. Arrivals of meat were 
also much heavier this year; at a monthly average value of nearly 
£27 million in October/November they were one-quarter more than 
in October/December 1954. Smaller increases were registered for 
dairy products, eggs and honey (19 per cent. more) and fruits and 
vegetables (6 per cent. up), On the other hand, there was a substantial 
fall of 37 per cent. in imports of tea, coffee, cocoa, etc., to £14 million 
in October/November, largely because of smaller arrivals of tea at 
lower prices. Imports of cereals also showed a fall of 9 per cent. 
Arrivals of tobacco in October/November, at over £14 million a 
month, were 25 per cent. more than the rate in the fourth quarter of 
last year. 


Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and 
re-exports were published on December 20* and further analysis 
of the figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly 
Report on Overseas Trade for January 1956¢ due to be published on 
or about January 18. 


The table on page 1356 shows summary figures for imports and 
United Kingdom exports. 


Note: These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible trade 
in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.o.b. and insurance 
and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are included in invisible 
expenditure. There are also significant differences in timing and coverage 
between the two sets of figures.

British Nucleonic Instruments Shown in United States 


THB FIRST full scale international atomic trade exposition to be 
held in the United States, opened at the Public Auditorium in 
Cleveland, Ohio on Saturday December 10. This exposition was of 
value because it enabled a large number of manufacturers to display 
their products to scientists and technicians interested in the develop- 
ment of nuclear power for industrial purposes. 


The Engineers Joint Council in New York, in conjunction with 
the Cleveland Engineering Society arranged for the Nuclear Engineer- 
ing and Scientific Congress to be held at the same time as the Atomic 
Exposition. This practice of holding an Exposition simultaneously 
with an industrial Congress is common in the United States and en- 
ables manufacturers and distributors to meet visiting experts interested 
in seeing newly developed equipment. More than 25,000 scientists 
and technicians directly connected with the development of nuclear 
power and its use in industry, attended the Congress in Cleveland. 
Two hundred and ninety two technical papers covering all facets of 
the industry were presented during the 5 days the event lasted. 


Industrial Exhibitors 


Over 160 manufacturers took space at the Exposition. Exhibits 
included model atomic reactors, remote handling equipment, and 
scintillation counters to measure radio activity in minerals. One 
American company was demonstrating the possibility of Anglo- 
American co-operation in the nucleonics field; they had on their 
stand a cigarette manufacturing machine and for the first time in 
the United States were showing how radio activity is being used to 
weigh and measure cigarettes. An essential part of the nucleonic 


equipment was supplied by a British firm in Essex. The participation 
by British nuclear instrument manufacturers in the Exposition will, 
it is hoped, considerably increase this co-operation between American 
and British manufacturers. 

The British Dis>lay 

As was announced in the Board of Trade Journal on November 26 
the Board of Trade, with the co-operation of the Scientific Instrument 
Manufacturers’ Association, arranged a display of nucleonic instru- 
ments from 14 British firms. 

This official display was the first of its kind to be organized in 
specialized trade fairs in North America; its purpose was to provide 
information about, and to promote the sale of, British instruments in 
this important market. High vacuum equipment, dust sampling 
machines for determining radio activity, scintillation counters, gamma- 
ray machines and the pulse height analyser on display, all evoked 
the intense interest of technical visitors to the Exposition. Many 
scientists and technicians were surprised at the wide range and 
quality of instruments available from the United Kingdom. 

Although it is early yet to state the total value of orders which will 
be placed with United Kingdom scientific instrument manufacturers 
as a result of this display, first indications show that the effort was 
well worth while. A number of orders have been booked and many 
serious inquiries received; moreover contacts made at the show should 
produce long term results. The display has certainly shown a large 
number of American and Canadian technicians what Britain pro- 
duces in this important new industry. ; 
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Levy on Lace Industry to Pay for 
Research 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that the Lace Industry (Scientific 
Research Levy) Order, 1955,* will come into operation on January 1, 
1956. The Order imposes levies totalling £10,000 per annum on the 
lace industry in Great Britain to finance the Lace Research Association. 
It takes the place of the Lace Industry (Scientific Research Levy) 
Order, 1951, as amended, under which levies (totalling the same 
amount) for that purpose have hitherto been imposed. 

The levy applies to manufacturers who make lace, net or embroidery 
on any of the following machines: 

Multi-needle shuttle embroidery machine. 
Barmen lace machine. 

Leavers or leavers-type lace machine. 
Nottingham lace curtain machine. 

Plain net machine. 

Warp lace machine. 

The principal changes under the 1955 Order are to advance the 
base year on which the levies are calculated and to amend the rates of 
charge so that the total amount collected from each section of the 
industry remains approximately the same as hitherto.

Imports of American Whisky 


Mr. JOHN H. HOLMES, representing the Kentucky Distillers 
Association, called on the Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. 
A. R. W. Low, on Monday, to discuss with him the possibility of an 
increase in the import quota for United States whisky. 

The Minister of State explained that in the present United King- 
dom balance of payments situation it was not possible to relax the 
control on existing dollar import quotas generally and that despite 
the special arguments which Mr. Holmes had put forward he could 
not single out American bourbon whisky for preferential treatment. 
But he assured Mr. Holmes that in any move for greater flexibility 
or relaxation of the quotas the Board of Trade would certainly not 
overlook the claims of bourbon. He added, however, that it might 
not be possible to make any move forward of this kind for some time. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 


THE official index figure,* which measures changes in the average 
level of retail prices compared with the level at the base date, June 17, 
1947 (taken as 100), was 154 at November 15, compared with 152 
at October 18. 

The rise in the index during the month was due partly to increases 
in the prices of some items of food, including tomatoes, eggs, potatoes, 
cheese and butter, and partly to increases in the prices of other items, 
including coal, electricity, furniture and appliances, cigarettes and 
clothing. 

* Details of the principal changes in prices during the month under 
review will be given in the Ministry of Labour Gazette to be published on 
December 29.

Receiver for the Bankruptcy District of the County Courts of Ashton- 
under-Lyne and Stalybridge; Blackburn; Blackpool; Bolton; Burnley; 
Oldham; Preston; Rochdale and Stockport. 

Both these appointments are effective from December 19. 


F.B.I. Mission Reports on Visit 
to Austria 


THE MISSION sent to Vienna by the Federation of British Industries, 
after consultation with its Austrian counterpart, at the end of October 
(see Board of Trade Journal of October 29, page 940), has returned 
convinced that the immediate future offers a unique opportunity 
for United Kingdom exporters to make known their products in the 
Austrian market and that there is no reason why United Kingdom 
exports to Austria, particularly in view of the Austrian policy of 
liberalizing imports, should not be modestly but steadily increased 
over a fairly wide field. 


The mission’s report has been published and has been circulated to 
all the Federation’s members who are known to be interested in the 
Austrian market. The report stresses that, on quality grounds, British 
goods enjoy an excellent reputation in Austria, although in some spheres 
the impression is that United Kingdom prices are high and deliveries 
too protracted. There is also an impression that United Kingdom 
exporters show insufficient interest in the Austrian market; too little 
trade literature, printed in German, is sent out to that market and 
seldom are advertisements of British products to be found in the 
appropriate Austrian trade publications. 


The report indicates that, with the return to Austrian control 
this summer, under the provisions of the Austrian State Treaty, of 
various industrial concerns and oilfields, there is at present an unusual 
sense of urgency about more active United Kingdom participation 
in Austrian trade and co-operation with Austrian industry. It is 
stressed that the best way in which United Kingdom firms can fully 
assess the sales prospects is by sending out their representatives to 
explore the possibilities. It is also suggested that further thought 
be given by industry to the question of a more active part being taken 
by United Kingdom concerns in the 1956 Vienna Autumn Fair, 
bearing in mind that the size and quality of the displays of our foreign 
competitors have outclassed ours in previous years. All exporters 
wishing to obtain first hand information of the situation in Austria 
are advised to get in touch with the Commercial Counsellor (Mr. 
S. E. H. Daw, C.B.E.) at H.M. Embassy in Vienna. 


In addition to the general report, seven reports on particular 
industries have been compiled by individual members of the mission. 
The industries covered are (a) diesel engines and locomotives, electric 
locomotives, etc.; (b) chemical plant; (c) machine tools; (d) building 
plant; (e) oilfield equipment; (f) electronics, radio, etc.; and (g) textile 
machinery. 


Appointment of Acting Director of National 
Physical Laboratory 


THE RESIGNATION of Sir Edward C. Bullard, D.Sc., F.R.S., from 
the Directorship of the National Physical Laboratory takes effect 
on December 31. 

The appointment of a successor to Sir Edward Bullard will be 
announced later. In the meantime, and pending the taking up of 
office by a new Director, the Lord President of the Council has 
appointed Dr. R. L. Smith-Rose, C.B.E., D.Sc., M.1.E.E., Director 
of Radio Research in the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, to be Acting Director, with effect from January 1. 


Women’s Hosiery Colours for 1956 


‘THE BRITISH COLOUR COUNCIL have issued a card of six new 
hosiery colours for women’s wear in 1956. The colours have been 
selected to harmonize with those chosen for the textile and related 
fashion industries to ensure colour co-ordination in dress goods, shoes, 
handbags and other units of the ensemble. 

The six new colours are named Pink Magic, Eventide, Russet Glow, 
Sand Romance, Peach Blonde and Glamour Beige. Suggestions are 
given for the most suitable colours to complement them.

‘Appeal to Your Customers in the Language 
They Know’ 


To the Editor, Board of Trade Journal. 

Sir,— Members of the Export Advertising Committee of the 
Incorporated Society of British Advertisers have noted with very 
considerable interest the contents of the leading article entitled ‘Appeal 
to Your Customers in the Language They Know’ in the issue of the 
Board of Trade Journal of December 10. 

The Committee subscribe wholeheartedly to the views expressed 
by the writer of the article on the fundamental importance of correct 
translations when packaging, labelling and directions for use are 
designed for overseas markets. Of equal importance in their view is 
the need for expert advice when translating English advertisements 
for use in local media to stimulate sales of the product. Emphasis is, 
in fact, laid on this aspect of merchandising overseas in a recent 
booklet entitled ‘1.S.B.A. Guide to Export Advertising,’ compiled 
by members of the Society’s Export Advertising Committee and 
containing much useful advice to those who wish to sell British products 
abroad.

British Advertisers Ltd. 


Sir, — I have read with great interest your excellent article entitled 
‘Appeal to Your Customers in the Language They Know,’ which 
appeared in the issue of December 10, and should like to offer the 
following remarks which I feel may be of interest to your readers. 


There seems to be an increasing tendency among British exporters 
to entrust the translation of their publicity material to their agents 
abroad. Whereas in some cases the work produced may be good, the 
result will as a rule be found to be disappointing. For although the 
agent has a thorough knowledge of the local conditions of trade and 
may be conversant with the appropriate technical terminology in his 
own language, he is almost certain to be unable to produce a good 
translation for one or more of the following reasons: his knowledge 
and understanding of English may be inadequate; he may be an 
excellent technician and businessman and yet unable to write his own 
language in a style suitable for publication; or he may simply be too 
busy. If the latter is the case, he will pass on the material to a member 
of his staff, who may or may not be qualified to carry out such work, 
or he will entrust it to a professional translator. Really good translators 
are, however, as rare in other countries as here. And the translator 
in this country has a much better chance of getting at the meaning and 
intention of the original English text. 


I do not, of course, wish to imply that the agent has no place in 
the production of a really good translation. The point I am trying to 
emphasize is that a satisfactory translation can, as a rule, be achieved 
only if there is a maximum of co-operation between all the parties 
interested in this work. 


The first step in any translation work is surely to have as perfect 
an understanding of the original text as possible, and that is why, in 
my opinion, the work should be entrusted to a suitably qualified 
translator in this country. The agent can help, not only by commenting 
on the finished translation before it is printed, but by supplying 
appropriately selected trade publications in his own language and 
even glossaries of the relevant technical terms, while the work is in 
progress. 

A further point I should like to make is that the necessity of team- 
work in this field does not seem to be sufficiently appreciated. Even 
the best translator, who in addition to great linguistic ability has some 
technical or scientific experience, cannot be expected to be infallible 
in his interpretations, or an expert in every branch of industry for 
which he may be called upon to carry out a translation. Some of the 
larger firms overcome this difficulty by employing a permanent staff of 
translators. Translators working on a fee basis cannot, however, afford 
to be too narrowly specialized. Their work should be checked by other 
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translators; many inquiries by correspondence and telephone may be 
required to clear up doubtful points; and if the typing is not sufficiently 
good it may be necessary to re-type the work before it is passed on 
for printing. 


That is where the services of a reputable firm of translators can 
be invaluable, even though the work is likely to be rather more costly 
than if a translator is approached directly. Emphasis on cheapness is, 
however, the worst possible policy where translations are concerned. 
After all, the credit for a good translation will ultimately go to the 
exporter and the advantage gained should be well worth the effort 
and expense of producing it. — Yours, etc.

Export Credit Insurance and Credit 
Competition 


SPEAKING to the Glasgow Chamber of Commerce on Monday 
the Comptroller-General of the Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment (Mr. Rowland Owen) dealt with the suggestion that the Depart- 
ment should be more ‘venturesome’ in the lengths of credit which 
it would insure. 

Mr. Owen stressed that E.C.G.D.’s policy in the lengths of credit 
which it would cover was dictated purely by the interests of the 
export trade as a whole. ‘If we will go to three months in one trade 
but not six, to seven years on another transaction but not ten, the 
reason is not “‘timidity’’. It is not an underwriting assessment at all: 
there is no set term of years beyond which a risk becomes so much 
increased as to make us hold back and “‘play safe”’.’ 


To cover any exporter on the terms he names might, however, be 
to encourage that individual to take business from other United 
Kingdom exporters at the price of upsetting the established terms 
in that particular trade. ‘At the same time,’ continued Mr. Owen, 
‘were we to assist in holding down terms offered from the United 
Kingdom to a point where our overseas competitors offered longer 
credit and scooped the kitty in consequence, we should be acting 
against the interests of our export trade. We must not do that.’ 

To tend either towards ‘over-restrictiveness’ or towards ‘inflation 
of credit terms’ would damage the export trade. This was a matter 
of the public interest, into which E.C.G.D.’s own preoccupations 
with underwriting and assessment of risk did not enter. Mr. Owen 
concluded by emphasizing that E.C.G.D. welcomed information 
from bodies representing the export trade which would assist them in 
‘finding the correct course’ on this matter of lengths of credit. 


£1,500,000 Grant for Road 
Development in Nigeria 


HER MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT have granted the Government of 
the Federation of Nigeria £1,500,000 from Colonial Development and 
Welfare funds for improving and extending the Federal trunk road 
system of Nigeria, which consists of over a sixth of the total of 32,000 
miles of roads. This is the largest grant ever approved under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts. 

The main arterial network comprises the roads of international and 
inter-regional importance and is the responsibility of the Federal 
Government. Not only is there urgent need to widen and tar many 
of the roads to permit them to cope with modern traffic density, but 
also many need to be reconstructed to enable them to carry the heavier 
types of vehicle coming into service. With the assistance now granted 
the existing road rehabilitation and construction programme, which 
covers all parts of Nigeria, will be completed, and construction projects 
will be undertaken to improve the links between the rest of the 
country and the Northern and Southern Cameroons. 

In addition to these projects the Federal Government is planning 


further large scale rehabilitation and construction over the next 
five years. 
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Import and Export Prices in November 


A RISE of one point in the index of import prices to 104 (average for 
1954-100) in November and an unchanged index of export prices 
at 103 resulted in an adverse movement in the terms of trade index 
by one point to 101. After improving from 104 in January to 99 in 
July the terms of trade index had been stationary at 100 in August 
to October. 

The rise in the import price index was caused. by a two point 
increase in the index for food, beverages and tobacco, where higher 
prices for butter and cheese were the main features. 


Among exports the index for engineering products rose by a further 
point to 105, but this was offset by a fall of one point to 98 in the 
index for textiles. 

These index numbers are constructed from average values for 
selected commodities imported and exported, as calculated from the 
monthly Trade and Navigation Accounts; the Board of Trade Journal 
for March 26, 1955 (page 658), gives more details and on page 1256 
of the issue for December 10, 1955, index numbers from 1950 are 
shown.

Engineers in the Forefront of 
Industrial Expansion 


THS CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER, Mr. R. A. Butler, was 
the principal guest and speaker at the annual luncheon of the British 
Engineers’ Association, held on December 14, at the Dorchester Hotel, 
London. The President of the Association, Mr. W. Kenneth G. Allen, 
presided. Among those who had accepted invitations were diplomatic 
representatives from more than 30 Commonwealth and foreign 
Governments. 


The Chancellor, after referring to engineers present as ‘sons of 
power — a power for good in the British economy’, stated that metals, 
machines and vehicles between them had contributed two-fifths of the 
total increase in industrial output between 1948 and 1954-— to the 
benefit of the export trade, the growth of industry as a whole, and the 
country’s defence programme. The members of the Association, — as 
manufacturers of capital equipment, — had been in the forefront of 
this expansion. 

The Chancellor continued by stating that the momentum, in the 
engineering industry and in the economy, had been impressive. 

Industrial output, as a whole, had again risen by about 5 per cent. 
in 1955. The rate of consumption and investment had increased. All 
countries, and the United Kingdom most of all, moved in a world 
mostly made up of interferences; that was one reason why the United 

lom needed a more substantial surplus than at present in its 
current overseas balance of payments, in order to provide that extra 
strength to resist the unpredictable. It was a matter of concern when 
imports rose strongly as a result of the buoyant market at home, while 
exports — though still increasing — were not increasing enough. In the 
first eleven months of 1955 the value of imports was 16 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier, exports 9} per cent; and despite good export 


figures in October and November, to which the members of the 
Association made no small contribution, the gap was still wide. 

The Chancellor concluded by expressing the view that the right 
trade policy for Britain was to take the shackles off world trade and let 
it grow, but it was also a very testing policy when it exposed United 
Kingdom products to the full force of foreign competition. The 
history of the British engineering industry told how that challenge 
could be met. The driving force which had carried the industry to its 
present position and had done so much to keep for Britain its place 
among the industrially advanced nations, had been the unceasing 
quest for ever more competent and efficient machinery. History had 
shown that neither in the products, nor in the policies, of the en- 
gineering industry was there room for the doctrine of inertia. 


President to open Factory 
Equipment Exhibition 


The President of the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, will 
open the 1956 Factory Equipment Exhibition which is being held at 
Earls Court from April 9 to 14. 

The Exhibition is the fourth of its kind and the largest of the series 
so far; it will cover a quarter million sq. ft. Exhibits will cover factory 
saneanentiats equipment and maintenance, the handling, storage and 
packing of goods, engineering products, equipment and services for 
the welfare and safety of operatives, drawing and works office equip- 
ment and supplies. 

Productivity is the keynote and the British Productivity Council are 
holding a three day conference during the Exhibition. Another special 


feature will be a large composite display illustrating the use of oil fuel 
in industry.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament 


Thursday December 15 


Monopolies Report on Timber 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked whether he was aware that, although as a result of a report 
of the Monopolies Commission, the Timber Trade Federation 
abandoned certain restrictive lists, certain shippers’ agents and brokers 
still adhered to the importers’ list; and whether he would take steps 
to see that the undertaxing given by the trade, in lieu of legislation, 
was observed. 

He replied that the Monopolies Commission did not recommend 
that the approved lists should be abrogated. They recommended 
that exclusive dealing agreements and undertakings between traders 
on these lists should be ended. The Timber Trade Federation agreed 
to do this and he was assured by them that no such agreements were 
now in force. 


Steel Production 


The annual rate of steel production in the United Kingdom during 
the first eleven months of 1955 was 19-8 million tons, the President 
stated. There was a good prospect that production this year would 
reach 19-75 million tons, 6 per cent. higher than in 1954 and it was 
hoped that production in 1956 would be 21 million tons. The stocks 
of steel held in the United Kingdom by producers, users and merchants 
were, on June 30, 1955, 4-4 million tons. 

The annual rate of steel production in Wales during the first eleven 
months of 1955 was 5-9 million tons. Production for the whole of 
1955 was expected to be at about that rate, which would be 9 per 
cent. higher than in 1954, and a further substantial increase was 
expected next year. The stocks of steel held in Wales by producers, 
users and merchants, on June 30, 1955, were 281,000 tons. 


Problems of the Cotton Industry 


The President was asked if he was aware that more than 50 cotton 
mills had closed during this year, and more than 20,000 workers had 
been on short-time, and that a weekly average of 540 had left the 
industry; and if he could now make a statement of Government policy 
on the cotton industry. 

The President replied: ‘I arn well aware of the problems of the 
cotton textile industry and am keeping in close touch with its repre- 
sentatives. I am glad to say that the situation has shown some improve- 
ment in recent weeks. The industry’s problems are due to a number 
of causes, not least the harmful effects of the uncertainty about 
American cotton policy. We are continuing to emphasize these harmful 
effects to the United States Government. I am also examining with 
the industry on a regular basis what can be done to improve the 
export prospects for cotton textiles. These are both problems funda- 
mental to the industry’s present difficulties. There are signs that the 
abolition of the D scheme in the Budget is assisting the production 
of high quality textiles.’ 


Regional Allocations of Industrial Development 


The President was asked to state the number of industrial develop- 
ment certificates granted for factories in the London and Home 
Counties area and the Greater Birmingham area, respectively, in 
1954 and 1955, distinguishing new projects and extensions, respectively. 
In answer he gave the following figures:

The figures related, said the President, to new industrial buildings 
and extensions to existing buildings, over 5,000 square feet, for manu- 
facturing industry in London, Bedfordshire, i ire, Essex, 
Hertfordshire, Kent, Middlesex and Surrey; and in the West Midlands 
Conurbation as defined in Table IV of the Preliminary Report of the 


1951 Population Census. The figures included projects for the 
replacement of buildings destroyed by fire or enemy action, or other- 
wise demolished. ‘New’ included detached buildings not on the same 
site as the existing works, as well as entirely new undertakings. 


Fruit for Canning in Gibraltar 


To the question whether the special problems of Gibraltar would 
be considered during the trade talks now proceeding with the Spanish 
Government, the President replied that his latest information from 
Madrid was that the trade question regarding supplies of fruit for 
canning in Gibraltar had been resolved. He was aware there were 
other problems in relation to Gibraltar. These were less suitable 
for discussion in the context of trade talks and were better raised 
with the Spanish Government, as necessary, through diplomatic 
channels. 


Monopolies Commission Report on Tyres 


The President said he was considering the Report of the Monopolies 
Commission on the Supply and Export of Pneumatic Tyres, and would 
make a statement in due course about the action he proposed to take. 


Fatstock Marketing Corporation 


Referring to ‘the failure of the Fatstock Marketing Corporation to 
publish accounts or to render an annual return to the Registrar of 
Companies,’ a questioner asked what steps the President proposed 
to take to protect the interests of the members of the Corporation 
and the public interest. 

The President answered that there had been no failure in either 
respect to comply with the relevant provisions of the Companies 
Act, 1948. The Board of 'Trade, in the exercise of their power in the 
proviso to Section 148 (1) of the Act, extended the period for laying 
the Company’s first accounts before the members in general meeting, 
and he (the President) was informed that the accounts would be laid 
at the adjourned Annual General Meeting on January 9, 1956. He 
understood that copies of the accounts were being sent to the members. 
A copy of the Annual Return for 1955 was lodged with the Registrar 
of Companies on December 8. 


Tariff Concessions for Textiles 


The President was asked if he was aware that there were 60,000 
unfilled vacancies in the Birmingham area; that engineering wages 
of over £13 a week were causing a shortage of school teachers and 
railway workers; and, since this overfull employment and excessive 
prosperity was due largely to the protection afforded by the McKenna 
duties, if he would appoint a committee to consider how far these 
duties could be reduced, and used to obtain more favourable treatment 
to the Lancashire textile industry where there was both short-time 
working and unemployment. 

He said that whilst he did not accept all the implications of the 
first part of the Question, he would not overlook any possibility of 
securing tariff concessions for the textile industries in the negotiations 
which were to be held at Geneva early next year. He did not think, 
however, that the appointment of a committee on the lines proposed 
would assist the Government or our negotiators in their efforts to 
secure such concessions. 


Aircraft Sales 


Asked how many aeroplanes sold as surplus Army stores to private 
dealers in the past year had subsequently been exported, the President 
answered ‘None.’ But 35 Royal Air Force aircraft sold to private 
dealers in the past year had been licensed for export. ‘Twenty-one of 
the aircraft went to Canada. 


Cinemas Acquired by Circuits 


Asked if he would state the number of additional cinemas acquired 
by film circuits under the policy ar:nounced by him in February last, 
the President replied that since February 15, 1955, in the case of the 
Circuits Management Association Limited 25 additional cinemas 
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had been licensed and one had been closed. The figures for Associated 
British Cinemas Limited were 5 and 3. 


Imports of Apples 

A questioner asked the President how many applications had been 
received for the import of dessert apples from North America since 
his announcement on September 14; how many had been granted 
and for what tonnages; how many tons had so far been imported; 
and how many were due to come in by December 31, and how many 
later. He replied that 1,045 applications were received and 738 
licences were granted for a total value of about £2} million c.i-f. 
Fourteen tons were imported in October but subsequent import 
figures were not available. Not more than about a quarter of the 
imports might come in before December 31, the remaining three- 
quarters being expected in the first half of next year. 

The President was further asked if he would give details of the 
imports of apples received in the past 12 months by separate countries 
in each case, with comparison of pre-war quantities they sent to the 
British market. The following answer was circulated in the Official 
Report.

Import of Dried Grass 

Asked what restrictions were imposed on the import of dried grass, 
the President replied that so far as restrictions imposed by the Board 
of Trade were concerned, dried grass of a kind regarded as hay 
might be imported from the Sterling Area, Western Europe and 
certain other countries under the Open General Licence. Imports 
from the dollar area and the other countries to which the Open General 
Licence did not apply were restricted for balance of payments reasons. 
Alfalfa meal, which was chopped dried esparto grass, was on world 
open general licence. 

He would, however, draw the questioner’s attention to the provisions 
of the Importation of Hay and Straw Order, 1955, made by the 
Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food.

United Kingdom exports to China of electric machinery, apparatus 
and appliances in the first nine months of 1955 totalled £41,334, it 
was stated. 


Monday December 19 
Steel for Building in N.E. England 


To a member who asked what action was being taken to improve 
supplies of constructional steel to building contractors in north-east 
England, Mr. Low replied that though there was strong pressure on 
steel supplies generally, he was not aware of special difficulties about 
the supply of constructional steel to building contractors in north- 
east England. If the member would let him have details of difficulties 
peculiar to that area, he would have them looked into.

Shrinkage of Woven Rayon and Synthetic Fibre Fabrics 


B.S. 2651:1955, ‘Methods for determining the shrinkage on washing 
of woven rayon and synthetic fibre fabrics, describes techniques for 
measuring shrinkage on washing of these fabrics only. It does not 
apply to fabrics containing wool. 


The standard originated with the British Rayon Research Associa- 
tion, which was called upon in 1950 to prepare a provisional specifica- 
tion for test methods to be applied to rayon fabrics appearing in the 
Utility Schedules. 

The new British Standard is based on Tentative Textile Standard 
24, but differs from it in that the preliminary pressing of the specimens 
with a heated flat iron is no longer specified. It was found that this 
treatment might cause shrinkage in inadequately set heat-sensitive 
fabrics and as that shrinkage would occur before initial measurements 
were taken, it would not appear in the final results. The steel rule 
formerly used for measuring has been replaced by a graduated glass 
plate. This has been shown to give results equal to those obtained 
with a preliminary pressing in the case of creased fabrics stable to 
heat. The width of the plate is intended to obviate the distortion which 
can occur when the tester’s fingers are run along the edges of a steel 
rule to smooth the underlying fabric. 


Most of the equipment required for carrying out the tests is similar 
to that specified in B.S. 1118, ‘Determination of shrinkage on launder- 
ing of woven cotton and linen fabrics,’ but the technique employed 
differs in some essential particulars.

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Some Recent Publications Received 


Commonwealth Trade, 1954-55 


A summary of the more important changes in Commonwealth trade 
which occurred during 1954-55 has been prepared by the Common- 
wealth Economic Committee and published for them by H.M, 
Stationery Office under the title Commonwealth Trade, 1954-55. 


The review points out that the United Kingdom has remained the 
largest market for Commonwealth products, taking rather more than 
Western Europe and appreciably more than the United States. 

Figures given in the booklet show the extent to which Common- 
wealth exports to North America were reduced during 1954, when 
economic activity was adversely affected by the United States recession. 
Imports into the United States from the sterling Commonwealth fell 
in the aggregate by some 130 million dollars and there was also a 
decline in imports from Canada, although these totalled more than in 
any year before 1953. Canada’s imports from the sterling Common- 
wealth were 50 million dollars less than in 1953. 


It is noted also that during the first six months of 1955 the dollar 
trade balance of Commonwealth countries showed some further 
deterioration. United States imports from most Commonwealth 
sources of supply recovered to a considerable extent and generally 
were « preciably greater than a year earlier. This recovery was, 
however, offset by an even larger increase in United States exports to 
Commonwealth countries (very marked in the case of the United 
Kingdom) while there was also a large increase in United Kingdom 
imports from Canada.

The current issue of “Trend’ introduces among other things, a new 
feature for those businessmen who, the Editor says, ‘are always 
complaining about the lack of adequate and up-to-date information 
on business trends’. The feature is a series of annotated charts 
representing the results of a survey on new lines developed by the 
Economist Intelligence Unit, of certain selected industries. This new 
method is said to make it easier to provide ‘much more information 
much more quickly’. The specimen result now printed covers hard- 
ware and cutlery: the intention is to extend the survey until it takes 
in virtually all manufacturing industry and distribution in this country.

A Guide to Management Studies 


‘Education and Training for Industrial Management: A Critical 
Survey’ comes from Management Publications Ltd., 8 Hill Street, 
London, W.1, price 12s. 6d. The author is Mr. Aubrey Silberston, 
Lecturer in Economics at Cambridge and Kenward Research Fellow 
in Industrial Administration at St. Catherine’s College. He surveys 
carefully the various facilities for management training which are 
available throughout the country. Considerable space is devoted to 
the role played by universities and technical colleges, and special 
attention is paid to courses offered by such bodies as the Administra- 
tive Staff College and the British Institute of Management. Training 
carried out within industry itself is also considered, but for practical 
reasons it was necessary to limit research to one industry only. In 
view of the origins of the Kenward Fellowship, the motor industry 
was an obvious choice. 


Management studies are defined as those whose aim it is to increase 
a person’s ability to undertake responsibility for the work of others. 
Selection and preparation for foremanship is therefore reviewed 
at the same time as training for junior, middle and senior grades of 
management. 


Cutting Fuel Costs 


In support of a pamphlet they have published on ‘Fuel Con- 
servation and Productivity,’ the British Productivity Council say 
that in 1955, for the first time in our history, we imported more coal 
than we exported — at a cost of £80,000,000 in foreign exchange. It 
is estimated that if all users of coal could make only a 10 per cent. 
reduction in their consumption, at least 2,000.000 tons would be 
saved in a twelvemonth. This would be worth £14,000,000 to our 
balance of payments. 


The new pamphlet sets out the main points which managements 
need to look at if they are to make sure that their fuel costs are cut to 
the minimum. Although it is pointed out that savings can usuaily be 
made at many points besides the boiler-house, stress is laid on the 
need for trained firemen; and details are given of courses available 
for them. Many of the methods described for saving can be installed 
with very small capital expenditure. The pamphlet also gives notes 
on the advisory services available to industry from the National 
Industrial Fuel Efficiency Service (N.1.F.E.S.) and from the Federa- 
tion of British Industries; and on the Government Loan Scheme 
which is designed to help firms to finance the installation of equipment 
to secure more economical use of fuel.

Trade with France 


‘Repertoire National du Commerce Exterieur’ has been published 
by Union Francaise d’Annuaires et de Propagande, 166 Boulevard 
Saint-Germain, Paris (6e). The Directory, now in its sixth edition, 
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contains 1,500 pages of information relevant to French overseas trade. 
An introduction by Monsieur Faure and preface by the Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs are indicative of the support given to the 
publication by French Government Departments. 


The contents of the Directory include articles on various aspects of 
industrial activity, translated into English, German and Spanish; lists 
of travel, freight and customs agents, professional organizations; the 
names of over 35,000 firms classified according to trades; and a section 
devoted to the export possibilities of French Oversea Territories. 


Farm Tractors and Machinery 


The 1956 edition of ‘British Tractors and Farm Machinery’, 
published this month, contains a number of new features, including a 
complete table of lubrication recommendations for all British tractors, 
a section on farm workshop equipment, and a section on training in 
agricultural engineering. 

The Green Book, as this publication is commonly known, has for 
several years now served farmers, merchants and engineers at home and 
overseas as a source of reference on the Tractor and Farm Machinery 
Industry of Great Britain. Details are given of the products available 
from British manufacturers arranged according to various classes, e.g. 
tractors wheeled and tracklaying, horticultural tractors, grain and 
grass dryers and conveyors, barn machinery and ploughs. The 
photographs which accompany the text are admirably reproduced and 
they convey a good idea of the variety and quality of the products 
Britain can supply. A useful section contains reports of the National 
Institute of Agricultural Engineering on equipment submitted by 
manufacturers to the Institute’s rigorous tests. The publication is 
available on subscription, from Norman Kark Publications Ltd., 
Grand Buildings, Trafalgar Square, W.C.2. 


_ British Standards Consumer Report, in its latest quarterly 
issue, explains the merits of ‘Kite-marked’ furniture, and discusses 
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new furniture for schools, ironing tables, and pressure cookers, 
which satisfy the health-and-safety requirements of the British 
Stendards Institution. 

‘Consumer Report’ goes out to a handpicked mailing list of about 
20,000 people all over the country, It is also widely distributed at 
B.S.I. demonstrations and lectures. 


Costing for Advertising 

A text book on advertising and publicity planning has been pub- 
lished by Bailey Bros. & Swinfen Ltd., under the title ‘Costing for 
Advertising.’ The author, an advertising executive and experienced 
lecturer on the subject, sets out to explain how the advertising budget 
should be calculated as a ratio of the sales turnover, how different 
techniques should be employed for specialized industries and how 
costing can be planned for short and long term advertisement cam- 
paigns. Examples are given in tabular form and information on all 
advertising media is included.

ALTHOUGH COSTA RICA is the smallest in terms of population 
and next to the smallest in size of the five Central American Republics, 
it is the best customer among them for United Kingdom goods and 
there is still room for improvement. r 

Of a population of about 915,000 inhabitants, perhaps no more than 
200,000 live in towns where the pattern of life is much the same as 
in Europe or the United States. The market, therefore, for the 
expensive type of consumer goods, though good, is nevertheless 
somewhat restricted. On the other hand, there is a larger market for 
the inexpensive article. 

Costa Rica is essentially an agricultural country and there are 
therefore few opportunities for the sale of industrial machinery and 
ancillary equipment. Good opportunities exist, however, for the 
supply of farm equipment, tractors (both wheeled and crawler types), 
sugar and coffee machinery, building materials, prefabricated houses, 
heavy electrical equipment, road building machinery, etc. 


Much Prosperity 


The general economic situation of the country has been improving 
steadily for some time, largely as a result of the record coffee crops 
of 1952-53 and 1953-54 and there exists a high level of prosperity, 
considerable financial strength and at present political quiet. The 
economy of the country depends essentially on the export of bananas 
and coffee, with cocoa and abaca as lesser but significant items. 

Of the total value of exports in 1954 (U.S.$80-96 millions), coffee 
represented U.S.$35-1 millions and bananas U.S.$32-7 millions. 
The country has for several years enjoyed a favourable balance of 
trade, which amounted in 1954 to U.S.$307,000. With the United 


Kingdom, however, Costa Rica has a very unfavourable balance of 
trade (U.S.$5-5 millions in 1954). 

The country’s imports in 1954 were valued at U.S.$80,654,000 
and consisted mainly of manufactured articles, chemicals, textiles, 
electrical apparatus, flour, fertilizers, petrol, pharmaceutical products, 
copper sulphate and motor vehicles. The principal sources of supply 
were the United States, Germany, United Kingdom, Canada, 
Holland and Belgium. 

Commodities in which the United Kingdom’s share of the market 
was more than 50 per cent. of the total imports were copper sulphate, 
whisky, shoe polish, bicycles, caustic soda, sports equipment, wool 
gabardine, prefabricated buildings, wool textiles (various), cotton 
sewing thread, wheelbarrows and cotton handkerchiefs. Other imports 
where the United Kingdom share was fairly high were tea, earthen- 
ware, woollen rugs, floor polish, scientific apparatus, iron shovels 
and coffee-processing machinery. 

During 1953 there was a very substantial rise in the value of imports 
from the United Kingdom (an increase of 55-5 per cent. over 1952) 
and in 1954 the increase was maintained, but to a much lesser degree 
(6 per cent.). 


Opportunities for United Kingdom Exporters 
Consumer Goods: It must be emphasized in the first place that 
Costa Rica is essentially a ‘price market’ and that other considerations 
are of lesser and even minor importance. It has been suggested that 
to meet foreign competition, United Kingdom firms might consider 
sending ‘seconds,’ ‘rejects’ and ‘overmakes’ to Costa Rica. This 
applies in particular to textiles and earthenware, though there is a 
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restricted but steady market for the better quality article also. 


Costa Rica is also influenced by United States ideas and fashions 
and there is a preference for the supposed ‘modern’ article. For 
instance, our domestic electric appliances (there is no gas in Costa 
Rica), though competing well in price with the American products, 
are not considered to have the same ‘modern’ styling. This also 
applies to radios and refrigerators which change constantly in 
appearance, 

In motor cars, the local preference for the large showy American 
car is to some extent becoming offset by the petrol-economy of the 
smaller car and also by the parking difficulties in San Jose. British 
cars are popular and are reasonably competitive and sales should 
improve year by year. As the majority of cars sold to the public 
are on credit terms, it is essential that the importer should receive 
favourable terms from manufacturers. 

Approximately 85 per cent. of the trade in bicycles is in United 
Kiagdom hands and competition is strong, there being no less than 
24 United Kingdom firms represented and nine foreign. The market, 
however, is reaching saturation point and it might be necessary for 
United Kingdom prices to be revised if the market is to be held. 
In motorcycles and especially lightweight motorcycles the German 
product is the most competitive and much cheaper than the British, 

Agriculture: Though certain small developments in the industrial 
field have taken place recently, Costa Rica is and no doubt will remain 
an agricultural country. There are, therefore, many opportunities 
for the supply of agricultural machinery, coffee, rice and flour 
milling machinery, tractors, chemicals and fertilizers. 

On the extensive banana plantations of the United Fruit Company 
over two million dollars-worth of British copper sulphate is used 
annually for the spraying of the plants against the deadly ‘Sigatoka’ 
disease. Three weeks is considered the maximum period that banana 
plants in this region can survive without such treatment. Caustic 
soda, soda ash and bicarbonate of soda and ammonia are other 
chemicals of which the United Kingdom has a large proportion of 
the trade. There is also a ready market for fi:.1 manure, which in 
pre-war days was much sought after by coffee growers. 

With more and more roads being built in the agricultural areas 
the ‘jeep’ type vehicle is becoming increasingly popular and British 
vehicles of this type compete well with their American counterpart. 

Government Buying: Buying on Government account is on a 
considerable scale, and is generally done by means of tenders published 
in the Official Gazette. There are at present large programmes for 
school, road and bridge building, and for homes for the workers, 
which involve the supply of cement, cast iron piping, structural iron, 
reinforcing steel and construction material generally, asphalt mixers, 
air compressors, heavy trucks, tractors and pre-fabricated houses. 

The Costa Rican Electricity Institute, similar in some of its functions 
to the Electricity Board inthe United Kingdom, has recently awarded 
contracts for the supply of material for a hydro-electric plant of 
30,000 kW. capacity, the successful tenders being by French, Swiss 
and Italian firms. A larger scheme for an estimated capacity of 
200,000 kW. is at an early stage of study. Calls for tenders for small 
diesel power plants are also published from time to time. 


Recommendations 


United Kingdom delivery for stock articles is very rarely less than 
24 months. This might be improved by utilizing the Dutch and 
German shipping services that operate from continental ports, and 
that call at Port Limon on the Atlantic side of the country. There are 
no British ships operating between the United Kingdom and Costa 
Rica. There is also an ever increasing tendency to import goods by 
air transport, and it might be worth while for United Kingdom 
exporters to study the possibility of shipping their goods (other than 
the very heavy type) to Cristobal in the Panama Canal Zone and then 
by air freight to Costa Rica. In this connection there is a daily air 
freight service between Panama and San Jose at very favourable rates. 

A point to be borne in mind when shipping goods to Costa Rica 
is that the current Customs tariff provides for duty consisting of a 
specific charge on the gross weight plus an ad valorem tax: it is import- 
ant, therefore, that goods should be packed in the lightest possible 
way, consistent with security. 

In the matter of credit, British interests have suffered by the 
insistence of a number of exporters on payment in advance or letters 
of credit when competitors have been more liberal. This practice of 
restricting credit developed in the post-war years when the country 
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was less prosperous than it is now and when there was an acute 
shortage of foreign exchange. There is no such shortage in Costa 
Rica today. 

Advertising is becoming more and more of a necessity, and British 
firms would do well to consider advertising their products in the 
local press and by means of the radio. A good example of this is the 
case of a well-known manufacturer of shoe polish who, by this method, 
coupled with an efficient agent, has obtained a 70 per cent. share of 
the market. 

With regard to agents, although there are approximately 400 agents 
in San Jose, many of them carry more lines than they can effectively 
handle and great care must therefore be taken to select the most 
suitable agent available. The market is not big enough for two firms 
to sell, for example, the same make of refrigerators, and United 
Kingdom firms should avoid selling certain types of goods to more 
than one firm, as this not only has serious consequences, but results 
eventually in loss of business. 

Among business methods worth noting is the absolute necessity 
for United Kingdom firms to quote in a currency readily intelligible 
to the Costa Rican market, where all competitors quote prices in 
United States dollars. Trade catalogues and leaflets should be 
printed in Spanish, and the utmost care should be taken over corres- 
pondence and in the checking of the details of tenders submitted. In 
connection with a recent tender for heavy electrical equipment, a 
local agent spent over U.S.$500 in cables alone.

Amendments to Customs 
Regulations 


THE UNITED sTATES Customs Regulations concerning imported 
merchandise which is, or may be, (a) produced by convict labour, 
(b) within the purview of the Antidumping Act or (c) the subject of 
a bounty or grant in the exporting country, have been amended. 
The effect of the amendments is to allow any principal customs 
officer, or any person outside the Customs Service, to lodge infor- 
mation in respect of any goods which he believes may be liable to 
anti-dumping or countervailing duties, or are being produced by 
convict labour. Copies of the amendments to the regulations may be 
obtained from the Export Services Branch (Tariff Section), Board of 
Trade, Room 603, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 
(Telephone: Chancery 4411, Ext. 372 or 373.) 

The information which must be given in respect of merchandise 
which may be liable to anti-dumping or countervailing duties is 
specified in the amendments. Appraisers must forward properly 
documented cases to the Commissioner of Customs within 10 days. 
In anti-dumping cases the Commissioner is required to ascertain 
expeditiously whether there is a prima facie case of the merchandise 
in question being sold at less than fair value. In countervailing 
cases the Commissioner will consider representations offered by 
interested parties, domestic or foreign, before deciding whether 
countervailing duties should be levied.

Tariff Commission Inquiry 


THE UNITED STATES Tariff Commission, under the authority of 
Section 7’ of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 (the 
‘Escape Clause’) have instituted an investigation to determine whether 
women’s and children’s handbags and pocketbooks wholly or in 
chief value of leather, including reptile leather, classifiable under 
paragraph 1531 of the United States Tariff Act of 1930, are being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities as to 
cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing 
like or directly competitive products. 


The term ‘women’s and children’s handbags and pocketbooks’ 
includes shoulder bags, clutch bags, and similar articles customarily 
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carried on or about the person, but does not include shopping bags, 
luggage, coin purses, change purses, billfolds, bill cases, bill rolls, 
bill purses, bank-note cases, currency cases, money cases, card cases, 
licence cases, pass cases, passport cases, letter cases, and similar 
articles. 

The application filed with the Tariff Commission may be read and 
copied by interested parties at the office of the Secretary, United 
States Tariff Commission, 8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, 
D.C., and also in the New York office of the Tariff Commission 
(Custom House, Room 437). 


Interested exporters are advised to get in touch with their importing 
agencies in the United States with a view to ensuring that the latter 
oppose any proposals to increase the import duty and/or impose 
quota limitations. 

If a public hearing is ordered a further notice will be published in 
the Board of Trade Journal.

Marking of Imported Goods 


THE FOLLOWING class of goods has been added to the list of articles 
required to be marked with an indication of the country of origin 
on importation into Canada, with effect on and after April 1956:

Payment is to be made 
at the official rate of exchange. 


BOLIVIA 
New Exports to Finance Imports 


A BOLIVIAN SUPREME DECREE dated November 3 outlines a 
new scheme for encouraging the production and export of secondary 
commodities such as rubber, skins, nuts, cacao, timber and medicinal 
barks and roots. 

Production will be encouraged by the purchase of the products at 
guaranteed minimum prices by a Government agency, the Office for 
the Promotion of Production and Exports (O.F.P.E.), in addition to 
free trading. Exports will be encouraged by allowing exporters to use 
the resulting foreign exchange to pay for imports outside the normal 
strict import licensing regulations. 

Foreign exchange from these exports must be surrendered to the 
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Central Bank of Bolivia and the exporter may then use it solely for 
imports. Not less than 60 per cent. of the amount of exchange earned 
in this way must be used for capital goods, vehicles, etc., of which 
the Bolivian Ministry of Economy will issue a list. When the exports 
are of rubber, nuts, cacao or other produce to be defined by the 
Ministry, 20 per cent. of the corresponding imports must be ‘articles 
of prime necessity to be sold at official prices’, in which case the 
proportion of capital goods will be reduced to 40 per cent. The re- 
maining 40 per cent. may be used to pay for imports of general 
merchandise; foreign exchange costs of freight, insurance, etc., must 
also be met out of this balance. 

Licences will be required for these imports and will be issued when 
the foreign exchange arising from the export has been paid into the 
Central Bank. 


Imports under this decreee will be exempt from the ‘c.i.f. 
surcharge (usually the largest item in the Bolivian import charges) 
and will normally be consigned to the area in which the exported 
goods were produced. 


Bolivian exporters may be entered on the Register of Importers for 
the purpose of importing under this scheme or they may transfer 
their right to import to a registered importer.

Import of Egg Crates and Fillers Prohibited 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Import Prohibition Order, 1955, 
which came into effect on December 1, prohibits the importation of 
egg crates and fillers, except with the consent of the Minister of 
Customs and subject to such conditions as he thinks fit to impose. 


This Order provides authority to control the importation of egg 
crates and fillers, particularly those landed from overseas ships for the 
purpose of being refilled or exchanged at egg floors. This measure is 
intended to be a safeguard against the introduction of animal diseases. 


Licences for Men’s and Boys’ 
Outerwear 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Department have announced the 
following details about the licensing of men’s and boys’ outerwear in 
1956 (see Board of Trade Journal of December 17, 1955, page 1342): 


Limited provision has been made for imports from non-scheduled 
sources during 1956 of men’s and boys’ outerwear under each of the 
following categories ex Tariff item 136 (6), which will be classified as ‘OD’-— 

(i) Men’s and boys’ shorts, overalls (combination and bib types) other 
than P.V.C. industrial. 

(ii) Men’s and boys’ overcoats n.e.i, suits, coats, trousers, waistcoats, 
and similar articles (excluding men’s and boys’ shorts; overalls 
(combination and bib types); P.V.C. industrial protective clothing; 
dress vests; men’s pure linen suits, two or three piece, imported 
complete). 

Applications for licences will be considered only from regular stockists 

of men’s and boys’ outerwear who can show that they have imported in 
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their own name apparel of any kind classified under Tariff item 136 
during 1953, 1954 or up to September 30, 1955. 


New Zealand importers have been invited to submit separate ap- 
plications for each of the categories shown to the collectors of Customs 
not later than December 23, 1955, together with evidence (e.g. copy 
of import entry) to establish that they have imported apparel during 
the period specified. 


Licensing for Industrial Protective 
Clothing Amended 


THE NEW ZEALAND Customs Department have announced that 
the item in the 1956 Import Licensing Schedule for P.V.C. industrial 
protective clothing (ex Tariff item 136 (6)) is amended from ‘SD’ to 
‘C’—i.e., applications for import licences will be considered indi- 
vidually.

A GOVERNMENT of Pakistan Press Handout No. 5781 issued on 
November 29 announces that on the recommendation of the Tariff 
Commission, it has been decided to extend the period of protection 
to the Motor Cars and Cycle Pumps industry for a further period of 
one year, ending March 31, 1956. 


Decisions on Tariff Commission 
Recommendations 


THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA’S Resolutions announcing their 
decisions on the Tariff Commission’s Reports on the following 
industries have been received. The full text of these Resolutions may 
be seen at Export Services Branch (Tariff Section), Board of Trade, 
Room 601, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1.

Glucose (No. 12(3)-—T.B./55 of November 22, 1955.) The 
Government accepted, inter alia, the Commission’s recommendation 
that the industry should be deprotected after December 31, 1955, but 
that the industry should be allowed to apply for a review of its case 
after it has modernised its equipment and processes and effected the 
necessary improvement in the quality of its product. 

By two further notifications of the same date (No. 12(3) T.B./55 and 
S.R.O. 3518-—No. 184 Customs) the Government reduced the 
protective duty on glucose (Tariff item 21(3) to 30 per cent. ad valorem 
(314 per cent. including surcharge)) with immediate effect. 

These Notifications cancelled No. 12(2) T.B./53 and S.R.O. 1242 
(No. 50 Customs) both of June 27 1953 (see Board of Trade Journal 
of August 15 1953). 

Pistons, Piston Rings and Gudgeon Pins (No. 79(1) —'T.B./55 
of November 23, 1955). The Tariff Commission recommended, inter 
alia, that: 

‘Protection should be granted to the Piston Assembly industry 
till December 31, 1957, by levying a duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem 
standard on trunk piston assemblies of 6 in, diameter and below and 
piston rings and gudgeon pins required for such piston assemblies 
imported separately, the preferential rate of duty being fixed in 
accordance with the India-United Kingdom Trade Agreement.’ 

The Government accepted this recommendation and under a further 
notification of the same number and date, duty was fixed as follows, 
with immediate effect:

CER 8(4)/55), dated December 3, 1955, the Government of India 
exempts from excise duty, all mixtures of the nature of pigments or 
dry colours prepared by the admixture of goods exempted under 
Central Excises Nos. 23 and 24 (see Board of Trade Journal of June 4, 
page 1242) provided that the exemption shall not apply to any such 
mixture, if 

(i) any binding agent or oil is present therein; or 

(ii) it is a paste; or 

(iii) any excisable goods, other than those exempted under the 

notifications aforesaid, are present therein. 

Tobacco Under S.R.O. 3570 (Central Excises CER-8(5)/55), dated 
November 29, the Government of India has rescinded various

4. Exemption from duty is extended to goods imported by the Libyan 
American Reconstruction Commission for reconstruction and economic 
development purposes in Libya. 

5. Cine Fitms: Customs regulation No. 8, published on page 1295 of 
the Board of Trade Journal of December 10, 1955, which imposed a customs 
duty on developed cine films, has been cancelled with effect from December 
15, 1955, from which date a duty of 80 piastres per kilo net has been imposed 
on developed films of 35 mm. width or over. 

Another amending regulation temporarily exempts from payment of 
customs duty sensitized undeveloped cine films included under tariff item 
No. 124 (a), provided (a) that they are imported for the purpose of the pro- 
duction of commercial films, (b) that they shall be exported from Libya 
within six months from the date of their export, and (c) that such films 
are shown to the public in Libya. 

6. Regulations have been published concerning (a) the licensing by the 
Director General of Customs of those persons who wish to practise the 
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profession of ‘Customs Clearance Agents’ in any of the Libyan ports, and 
(b) the payment of fees for Customs services performed outside the usual 
office hours of the Department of Customs.
